Since the advent of tho speedy torpe 
do boat and since rapid firing guns havo 
been placed on battleships and cruisers 
an explosive that would allow to tho 
officers and gunners an unobstructed 
view of an enemy under all conditions 
has been sought, and thousands of dol­ 
lars have brim expended to the effort to 
obtain a satisfactory substitute for black 
gunpowder. Cordite, the latest explo 
live, is said to be the most satisfactory 
propellant of modern times for naval 
warfare, and the expert opinion seems 
to be that in a few years gunpow der as 
now' understood w ill have vanished. 
The earliest records of established 
powTder m ills show that there was only 
one in operation in 1590, this one being 
in England. During tho year 1787 the 
W altham Abbey Powder mills wore 
purchased by the English government 
They are still conducted by i t The Fa- 
w rsham mills, which up to that date 
were tho largest in the world, passed 
into the hands of a private corporation 
in 1815. 
Tho manufacture of powder 
was continued w ithout much improve­ 
ment. except in the efficiency of tho 
grinding and mixing machinery, until 
about 85 years ago, the formula for 
black powder being saltpeter 75 parts, 
charcoal lo parts ani. sulphur IO parts, 
tho whole forming a mechanical mix­ 
ture and not a chemical compound 
Smokeless powder, however, became 
absolutely a necessity, for the reason 
that smoke producing powders masked 
tile object aimed at, and the torpedo 
Im wit. which was becoming a recognized 
ft attire of naval warfare, could dash up 
and discharge one or more deadly mis­ 
siles under cover of the smoke. 
Smokeless j)owder3 were first pro­ 
duced in France, aud for some time the 
secret of tho manufacture was guarded 
jealously. 
As soon as the necessity for 
this kind of powder became apparent, 
however, a number of manufacturers 
devoted attention to it, and as a result 
various brands of smokeless explosives 
w ere placed on the market. 
The most satisfactory results eventu­ 
ally made their apparance in cordite,* 
which was produced through experi­ 
ments made by Professor Dewar and Sir 
Frederick A lie I. Cordite is composed of 
nitroglycerin 58 per cent, gnu cotton 37 
per cent and vaseline 5 per cent Nitro­ 
glycerin is an oily, colorless liquid aud 
an active poison. It is produced by mix­ 
ing a quantity of sulphuric acid with 
almost double the amount of nitric acid 
and allowing it to cool. A lout one- 
eighth of the total weight of glycerin is 
then added gradually, tho mixture be­ 
in^* k« pt below a temperature of TO de­ 
grees F. by passing air and cold water 
through it. After the mixture has stood 
a sufficient time the acids are drawn off, 
and the residue (nitroglycerin) is wash­ 
ed and filtered. 
Nitroglycerin cannot be ignited easily 
by a flame, and a lighted match or ta­ 
ller plunged into it would be extinguish­ 
ed. It is sensitive to friction or percus­ 
sion, cither of which will detonate i t 
Another peculiarity is that tho higher 
the temperature the more sensitive it 
becomes. It w ill solidify at a temper­ 
ature of 40 degrees, and its explosive 
force is estimated to bo about twelve 
times that of gunpowder. 
One of the most approved methods 
used in tho manufacture of gun cotton 
is this: Tho raw cotton is tom into 
shreds, dried and dipped in a mixture 
of sulphuric aud nitric acids, It is then 
placed iii astream of running water and 
washed thoroughly. The cotton is then 
wrung out, usually in a centrifugal ma­ 
chine. 
It is afterward boiled, dried, cut into 
pulp and pressed into diska When the 
gun cotton is finished, there should bo 
no trace of the acids remaining. Vase­ 
line, tho other component part of cor­ 
dite, is tho well known extract from pe­ 
troleum, and its usefulness is chiefly to 
lubricate the bore of tho gun and thus 
lessen tho friction between it and the 
projectile. It also has a tendency to im ­ 
part a waterproof nature to cordite. 
A colorless liquid prepared from ace­ 
tate of lime, called acetone, is used as a 
solvent in the manufacture of cordite. 
H ic method of preparing the explosive 
is: Tho required proportion of nitro­ 
glycerin is poured over the gun cotton, 
and the two, w ith the addition of ace­ 
tone, are kneaded together into a still 
paste. 
Vaseline is then added, and the 
whole compound, after being thorough­ 
ly mixed, is put into a machine and the 
cordite pressed out and cut into lengths, 
after which it is dried. 
To tho artillerist the nature of cordite 
is represented by a fraction whoso nu­ 
merator gives in hundredths of an inch 
tho diameter of tho die through which 
tho cordite has been pressed, its denom­ 
inator being the length of the stick in 
inches. The cordite known as 30-12, 
which is the size used for the G inch 
quick firing guns, signifies that its di­ 
ameter is three-ten tbs of an inch, and 
it is 12 inches long. 
It is necessary to use a fine grain 
powder to ignite a charge of cordite, it 
being secured in such a manner that a 
flash from tho tube firing the gun w ill 
canso th® explosion of the charge. 
A 
full charge of powder for a 12 inch gun 
is 295 pounds, whilo tho cordite charge, 
having the some efficiency, is only 167 X 
pounds. 
Cordite is one of the safest explosives 
known, aud is not dangerous unless it 
is confined. 
It eau be held in the hand 
aud lighted without danger. 
It bums 
slowly aud w ith a bright flame. 
Al­ 
though comparatively a new discovery, 
it is used extensively in every navy 
throughout tho world It was manufac­ 
tured first in Great Britain and was in 
general use on her battleships before 
adopted by other powers.—New York 
Sun

W hy TUay Arc So Severe and How They 
Should lie Treated. 
It is commonly said that a sprained 
joint is worse than a broken bone, and 
this is often true, for in a severe sprain 
the injury is really greater than in a 
simple fracture. 
Tho anklo is perhaps 
the most frequently sprained of all the 
joints, though the knee, elbow and 
wrist are also very liable to be injured, 
in falls especially. 
A sprain of a joint varies greatly in 
severity. 
It may consist of a simple 
wrench, without the tearing of any of 
tho ligaments, or it may ho a more ex­ 
tensive injury, stopping just short of a 
dislocation. 
In a moderately severe caso one or 
more of the ligaments of the joint will 
be torn slightly, or possibly completely 
across. The membrane beneath the lig­ 
aments, which retains the lubricating 
fluid of the joint, w ill be ruptured, per­ 
m itting tho escape of more or less of 
this fluid into the parts about, and giv­ 
ing rise sometimes to a considerable 
swelling. This swelling maybe increas­ 
es! also by an effusion of fluid into the 
joint, especially if inflammation sets in, 
and finally there is usually a slight or 
even sometimes a quite pronounced es­ 
cape of blood into tho tissues, and this, 
gradually working to the surface, ap 
pears as a black and blue stain. 
In more severe cases the tendons pass­ 
ing over the joint and attaching the 
muscles which move it to the bones may 
suffer considerable damage, or one of 
them may be broken or torn from its a t­ 
tachment, bringing w ith it a sliver of 
bone. 
Where so much harm has b o n 
d< ne to all the parts— bones, ligaments, 
tendons and muscles—it is easy to un­ 
derstand that much pain w ill result and 
that the cure will be tedious. 
In the treatment of a sprain the first 
thing to be aimed at is to relieve pain 
aud prevent inflammation, then to favor 
healing of the torn f-truetures. and after 
that to re>tcreche use of the limb. 
The first of the se objects is accom­ 
plished by absolute* rest of the injured 
part, the limb being raised, and by lead 
and opium wash. a spirit lotion, or such 
other local applications as the physician 
may present®, Swelling is prevented in 
a measure ii lid pain is sometimes re 
lievcd by firm bandaging with a flan 
Del bandage. 
W hm the sw illing, heat and pain 
are g 'ne, the limb should not be u.-id 
too soon, but should bo brought gradu­ 
ally I :e k to health by cold douching, 
dry rubbing in a direction toward the 
body and passive motion.

T hey are still conducted by i t Tile F a 
versham m ills, w hich up to flint dato 
were tho largest in the world, passed 
iuto tho hands of a private corporation 
in 1815. 
Tho m anufacture of powder 
was continued w ithout m uch im prove­ 
ment, except in the efficiency of tho 
grinding and m ixing m achinery, until 
about 85 years ago, tho form ula for 
Mack powder being saltpeter 75 parts, 
charcoal 15 part* an A sulphur IO parts, 
the w hole form ing a m echanical m ix 
tar. and not a chem ical compound. 
Sm okeless powder, however, became 
absolutely a necessity, for the reason 
tliat smoke producing powders m asked 
the object aim ed at, and the torpedo 
boat, w hich w as becoming a recognized 
feature of naval w arfare, could dash up 
and discharge one or more deadly m is­ 
siles nuder cover of tin* smoke. 
Smokeless powders were first pro­ 
duced in Franco, and for some tim e the 
secret of tho m anufacture was guarded 
jealously. 
As soon as the necessity for 
this kind of powder I-eonmc apparent, 
however, a numb* r of m anufacturers 
devoted attention to it, and as a result 
various brands of smokeless explosives 
were placed on the m arket. 
Tile most satisfy tory results eventu­ 
ally made their appearance in cordite,- 
which was produced through experi­ 
m ents made by Professor Dew ar and Sir 
Fri di rick Ab* I. Cordite is com posal of 
nitroglycerin 58 per cent, gun cotton 87 
per cent and vaseline 5 f* r cent 
N itro­ 
glycerin is an oily, colorless liquid and 
nu active poison. It I* produced by m ix­ 
ing a quantity of sulphuric acid w ith 
alm ost double the am ount of n itric acid 
aud allow ing it to cad . A lout ono- 
eighth of the total w eight of glycerin is 
th untilled gradually, tho m ixture be­ 
ing kept below a tem perature of 70 de­ 
grees F. by passing air and cold w ater 
through it. A fter the m ixture has st xxi 
a sufficient tim e the acids are draw n off, 
and tho ri shine (nitroglycerin) is w ash­ 
ed and filtered. 
N itroglycerin cannot be ip ii ted easily 
by a flame, and a lighted m atch or ta- 
p< r plunged into ii would lo extinguish­ 
ed It is sensitive to friction or percus­ 
sion, cither of w hich w ill detonate i t 
A nother peculiarity is that the higher 
the tem perature tho more sensitive it 
becomes. It w ill solidify at a tem per­ 
ature of 40 degrees, and its explosive 
force i* estim ated to bo about tw elve 
tim es th a t of gunpowder. 
Duo of the most approved m ethods 
us* d in tho m anufacture of gun cotton 
i- this: 
Tho raw cotton is torn into 
shreds, dried and dipped in a m ixture 
of sulphuric aud n itric acids. It is then 
placed in astream of running w ater and 
w ade d thoroughly. The a rt ton is then 
w rung out, usually in a centrifugal m a­ 
chine. 
It is afterw ard boiled, dried, cut into 
pulp and pressed into disks. W hen tho 
gun cotton is finished, there should bo 
no trace of the acids rem aining. 
Vase­ 
line, the other com ponent part of cor- 
dite, is the well known extract from pe­ 
troleum, and its usefulness is chiefly to 
lubricate tin* bore of th e gun aud thus 
I* —i n tho friction between it and the 
projectile. It also has a tendency to im ­ 
part a w aterproof nature to cordite. 
A colorless liquid prepared from 'ace­ 
ta to of lim e, called acetone, is used as a 
solvent in the m anufacture of cordite. 
The m ethod of preparing th e explosive 
ii: Tho required proportion of nitro­ 
glycerin is poured over tho gun cotton, 
and tho two, w ith tho addition of ace­ 
tone, am kneaded together int • a stiff 
paste. 
V aseline is then added, and tho 
whole compound, after being thorough­ 
ly mixed, is put into a machine* and tho 
cordite pressed out aud cut into lengths, 
af ti r \\ Inch it is dried. 
• 
To the urtil Lo i-t the nature of cordite 
is represented by a fraction whoso n u ­ 
m erator gives in hundredths of an inch 
tho diam eter of tho die through which 
the cordite has been pressed, its cli nom ­ 
inator being the length of the stick in 
inches. 
The cordite known a* 80*12, 
w hich is the size used for the 6 inch 
quick firing guns, signifies th a t its d i­ 
ana t* r is throe tenths of an inch, aud 
it is I‘I inches long. 
It ii necessary to use a fine grain 
p arder to ignite a charge of cordite, it 
b®iug secured in such a m anner th at a 
flash from tho tube firing the gun w ill 
, cause the explosion of the charge. 
A 
full i harge of powder for a 12 inch gun 
is 295 pounds, w hile the cordite charge, 
having the same efficiency, is only 107j^ 
pounds. 
( unlit* is olio of tho safest explosives 
known, aud is not dangerous unless it 
ih confined. 
It eau be held in the hand 
aud lighted w ithout danger. 
It bum s 
slowly aud w ith a bright flame. 
A l­ 
though com paratively a new discovery, 
it is used extensively in every navy 
throughout tho world. It was m anufac­ 
tured first in G n a t B ritain and wars in 
general use un her battleships before 
adopti*d by (fiber powers.— New York 
Bun

.Since the advent of the speedy torpc 
do !wiat and aine*' rapid firing guns have 
been placed, on battleships and cruisers 
no explosive that* w ould ail ow to the 
officers and gunners an unobstructed 
view of an enem y under all conditions 
has been sought, and thousands of do! 
Jars have been expended to tho effort ti 
obtain a satisfactory substitute for black 
gunpowder. 
Cordite, the latest explo­ 
sive^ is said to to' the m ost satisfactory 
propellant of m odern tim es for naval 
w arfare, and the export opinion si-ems 
to lie th a t in a few years gunpow der as 
now understood w ill have vanished. 
The carib st records of established 
pow der m ills show that thoro was only 
one in operation in 1590, this one being 
in England. D uring the year 1787 the 
W alt ham Abbey Pow der m ills were 
purchased by the English governm ent 
They are still conducted by i t The F a 
\< rsham m ills, w hich up to th at date 
were tho largest in tho world, passed 
iu to tho hands of a private corporation 
in to IC. 
Tho m anufacture of powder 
was continued w ithout m uch improve 
ment. except in the efficiency of tho 
grinding and m ixing m achinery, until 
ah in t 85 years ago, tho form ula for 
black powder being saltpeter 75 parts, 
charcoal lo parts and sulphur IO parts, 
the whole form ing a m echanical m ix­ 
ture- and m*t a chem ical compound. 
Smokeless powder, however, became 
absolutely a necessity, for the reason 
th a t smoke pr d u rin g powdi rs masked 
tile object aim ed at, and the torpedo 
boat, w hich w as becom ing a recognized 
feature' of naval w arfare, could dash up 
and dtocharge one or more deadly m is­ 
siles under cover of the smoke. 
Smokeless powders were first pro­ 
duced in France, mid for some tim e the 
secret of the m anufacture was guarded 
jealously. 
As soon as the necessity for 
this kind of powder became apparent, 
however, a num ber of m anufacturers 
devoted attention to it, and as a result 
various brands of smokeless explosives 
Were placed on tho m arket. 
The most satisfactory results eventu­ 
ally made their appearance in cordite,- 
which w as produced through experi­ 
ments made by Professor Dew ar and .Sir 
F n <1* rick AB L Cordite is composed of 
nitroglycerin 58 per cent, gun cotton 37 
per cent and vaseline 5 per cent N itro­ 
glycerin is an oily, colorless liquid aud 
an active poison. It is produced by m ix­ 
ing a quantity of sulphuric acid w ith 
alm ost double the am ount of n itric acid 
and allow ing it to coot A lo u t one- 
eighth of tin * total we ight of glycerin is 
tin .a d d e d gradually, the m ixture be­ 
ing kept below a tem perature of 70 de­ 
grees F. by passing air and cold w ater 
through it. A fter the m ixture has stood 
a sufficient tim e tho acids are draw n off, 
and tho residue (nitroglycerin) is w ash­ 
ed aud filtered. 
N itroglycerin cannot be ignited easily 
by a flame, and a lighted m atch or ta ­ 
per plunged into it w ould be extinguish­ 
ed. It is sensitive to friction or percus­ 
sion, either of w hich w ill detonate i t 
A nother peculiarity is th a t the higher 
tho tem perature tho more sensitive it 
heroines. lr w ill solidify a t a tem per­ 
ature of -io degrees, and its explosive 
force is estim ated to be about twelve 
tunes th a t of gunpowder. 
One of the most approved m ethods 
use d iii the m anufacture of gun cotton 
is th is: Tho raw cotton is to m into 
shreds, dried and dipped in a m ixture 
of sulphuric and nitric acids. It is then 
placed in astream of running w ater and 
w ashed thoroughly. The cotton is then 
w rung out, usually in a centrifugal m a­ 
chine. 
It is afterw ard boiled, dried, cut into 
pulp and pressed into disks. W hen tho 
gun cotton is finished, there should be 
no trace of the acids rem aining. 
Vase­ 
line, the other com ponent part of cor­ 
dite, is tho w*ell known extract from pe­ 
troleum, aud its usefulness is chiefly to 
I abl lea (e Ila; bore of tho gun aud thus 
lessen tho friction between it and the 
projectile. It also b a sa tendency to im ­ 
part a w aterproof nature to conli ta 
A colorless liquid prepared from ace­ 
tate of lime, called acetone, is used as a 
solvent in the m anufacture of cordite. 
Tho m ethod of preparing the explosive 
is: The required proportion of n itro ­ 
glycerin is poured over the gun cotton, 
aud tho two, w ith tho addition of ace­ 
tone, are kneaded together into a stiff 
paste. 
Vaseline is then added, and the 
Whole compound, after being thorough­ 
ly mixed, is put into a m achine and the 
cordite pressed out and cut into lengths, 
after w hich it is dried. 
To tho artillerist the nature of cordite 
to represented by a fraction whoso n u ­ 
m erator gives in hundredths of an inch 
tho diam eter of tho die through w hich 
the cordite has been pressed, its denom ­ 
inator being the length of the stick in 
inches. 
The cordite known as 30-12, 
w hich is the size used for the 6 inch 
quick firing guns, signifies th a t its d i­ 
am eter is three-tenths of an inch, and 
it is 12 inches long. 
It is necessary to use a fine grain 
powder to ignite a charge of cordite, it 
being secured in such a m anner th at a 
flash from the tube firing tho gun w ill 
cause t’ne explosion of the charge. 
A 
full charge of powder for a 12 inch gun 
is 295 pounds, w hile tho cordite charge, 
having the same efficiency, is only 167% 
pounds. 
Cordite is one of tho safest explosives 
known, aud ig not dangerous unless it 
is confined. 
It can be held in the hand 
aud lighted w ithout danger. 
It burns 
slowly and w ith a bright flame. 
A l­ 
though com paratively a new discovery, 
it is used extensively in every navy 
throughout tho world. It was m anufac­ 
tured first in G reat B ritain and was in 
general use on her battleships before 
adopted by other powers.— New York 
Gun
